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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ho (U.S. 5,552,975). 

Referring to Claim 1 Ho discloses (Fig.2) illumination device having an outer translucent cover 
[1] forming an enclosure for an inner globe [2] carrying an image on its surface, a rotated mounting 
support [50], an electric light bulb [566] inside the inner globe. The tubular portion of the inner globe 
is fitted in the collar of the rotating seat so that the inner globe will be rotated with rotating seat. 

Referring to Claim 3 Ho discloses (Fig.4) outer cover has an aperture in its base. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action; 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ho 
(U.S. 5,5 52 5 975) in view of Wang (U.S. 6,039,453) 

Wang discloses (Fig.7) outer and inner globes are spherical and the outer cover has an aperture 
in its base through which the inner globe may pass during assembly. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide the aperture in a base of outer globe in order let the inner globe pass trough during 
assembly. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ho (U.S. 5,552,975) in 
view ofWu (U.S. 6,022,118). 

Wu discloses (Fig.4) image of a map of the world. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the image of a map of the world for 
decoration. It is also clearly understood that the map will be projected onto inner surface of the outer 
globe because image is arranged between a light source and inner surface of outer globe. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection (new reference).
